he Piney Woods Country Life 

School and the Bread Loaf School 

of English offer to Mississippi 

secondary-school teachers of 

English an Institute that is designed to 
explore, enrich, and promote the writing, 
thinking, and technical talents of teachers 
committed to the educational success of 
Mississippi's students. 


The Piney Woods Country Life School, the 
internationally known, historically black K-12 
school located south of Jackson, provides an 
important historical context for the Institute 
as well as a model for the successful educa- 
tion of African American children and young 
people. 


The Bread Loaf School of English, a graduate 
school of Middlebury College, Middlebury, 
Vermont, is a leader in the education of 
secondary-school teachers of English. The 
Bread Loaf School is in charge of curriculum 
for the Institute, and offers three hours of 
graduate credit for those teachers who 
participate in the Institute. 


The first Institute will undertake to recognize 
and retrieve the history of writing and its 
teaching, especially in the African American 
tradition; to capitalize on the best that is 
known and practiced in the teaching of 
writing today; to explore the theory and 
practice of writing across the curriculum; and 
to emphasize the link between students’ 
writing and the students’ eventual success in 
the world. 


THE WORKSHOP 


The course of study at the Institute will 
involve daily workshops among all partici- 
pants to explore specific themes in the 
historic development of the teaching of 
writing. During their study, participants will 
set contemporary agendas for the teaching 
and learning of writing in Mississippi’s 
racially diverse schools. They will analyze 
and practice current pedagogies for writing, 
thinking, and learning suitable to the unique 
needs of African American students and 
institutions. Finally, they will create curricula 
and assessment procedures to incorporate the 
most promising strategies for the success of 


individual students and the entire Mississippi 
multi-racial community. Particular emphasis 
will be placed upon the ways in which 
writing may be used by students as a means 
of understanding and then participating fully 
in the social, economic and political life of 


their communities. 


TECHNOLOGY 


The Piney Woods-Bread Loaf Institute 
assumes from the outset that all discussion of 
teaching and learning writing in the late 
twentieth century takes place in a highly 
technical environment. Therefore, the 
participants will learn to use the latest 
developments in word processing and 
desktop publishing. 


In addition, participants will learn how 
computerized, electronic networks (such 
as the Bread Loaf School’s own telecom- 
munications network, BreadNet) can 
assist in forming writing communities 
among different classrooms in widely 
separated Mississippi schools. At the 
completion of the Institute, participants 
will possess the expertise to maintain and 
expand the writing community which 
computer literacy and networks make 
possible. 


HOW TO APPLY 


All Mississippi secondary-school teachers 
of English are encouraged to apply. 
Fifteen teachers will be accepted for

Participating teachers will receive a 
stipend of $1,000, in addition to room 
and board at Piney Woods. They will also 
be eligible to compete for follow-up 
grants for research in their own class- 
rooms in academic year 1993-94. 


Teachers who complete the Institute will 
receive three hours of graduate credit in 
English from the Bread Loaf School of 
English and will be invited to attend 
Bread Loaf in subsequent years, at one 
of its three campuses, in Vermont, New 
Mexico, and Oxford, England.
